Sales will then he held ai only one 
Ikuibc ut a time. Two or three more 
iiouse»«re also expaeted to eloie next 

week. 

A total of 720,835 pounds Of^^ley 
went over the Lexington breaks last 
webk for 161,160.84, an average of 
(8.48 a hundred, according to the re- 
port of Supervisor of ^les Ben Bos- 
worth. Practically all of this amount 
was low grade weed, and the rem- 
nants of the local and other burley 
markets of the Blue Grass. 

The season's total sales to date now 
stands at 52,214,600 pounds, which ha -: 
brought $6,941,176.28, an average of 
$n 2!» a hundred pounds.

^ IN ME BEDS 

Shale Beds of Keulucky v>iii Be 
Worth .Hiich io ,«tu>tu in Future 
Says I'rufessor of .UotalhUfjr 
In Address. 

(.'. S. ctoiise, iirolcsHor of metal- 
lurgy in 111,. College of Engineering, 
I'nivurBlty of Kentucky, In an address 
at Lexington, declared that in the oil 
shale beds of Kentucky lay the "great- 
est potentiality Kentucky has and will 
probably, in the future, be worth . 
more to the state than any other of 
her resources— coal mines not except- 
ed." 

This declaralion eanie at the open- 
ing of his talk on the oil simlo Indus- 
try, wliirh Professor Crouso llluatrat- 
cd with several slides depicting typ- 
ical oil shale Iji'ds in the state. Ho re- 
called that for months the government 
exports have been sending out ^le 
warning that If the peak of crude pro-' 
diictinn has not already been reached 
It soon will be, and that something 
must be done to furnish the supply 
when the present source Is exhausted. 
This "something" the speaker said, is 
oil shale. 

There are shale beds all over the 
rniU'd Slat.s. hiii slarl la tlu; in- 
dustry Kcnliicky Is iniisl lorlnna'ely 
-iliialeil. for lier slial' beds 11. ■ on the 
surface of llie gniuiul. I'rofessor 
Cnnise saiil 'riiiM'c is adei|uate trans- 
poriaiiiui and water to almost every 
bed III the state, so that the billions ot 
tons of supply can be mined with 
steam shovels and not by the expeus- 
tvo coal mining operations necessary 
In other states, he declared. 

The Knob country of Kentucky is its 
shale country, and there Is but little 
trace of shale in ilie Illiiegrass region. 
I'liis knol) country is cheap laud, 
wiiieh makes it all the more attraottve, 
poinleil out.
